British Helmets Superior In Many De 
talle—Strange Wounde 
At the beginning of the war, as 
the London correspondent of the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion points out, there were many 
cases of soldier found dead without 
a mark on their bodies. It was ex- 
plained that ge A had dief from

As the helmets were introduced it was 
found that soldiers wearing them did 
not die without visible wounds, while 
deaths supposedly from shock con-

This set on foot an in- 
vestigation, and it was learned that 
the men who were found dead with- 
out a mark on their bodies had been 
killed by minute fragments of shell, 
some of them no thicker than a layer 
of paper, which had penetrated the 
brain, leaving not an outward trace 
to mark their course. 

Many of these wounds were found 
in the base of the skull, and for this 
reason the British when aa 
their helmet gave it a wide, downw 
sloping brim, which protects not only 
‘the head, but the back and sides of 

‘the neck. The French helmet does 
_ met offer this protection lower down; 
and it is held to be inferior also from 
the fact that it has a ridged crown, 
whilethe British helmet is severely

met looks better, and that through 
the ridge there is a ventilating chan- 
nel, but the ridge might also attract 
and defiect downward’a bullet or shell 
fragment that the smooth top of the 

British helmet would miss, The Brit- 
ish helmet does not fit so closely to 
the head as the French helmet, but

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DIRT SHORTENS LIFE 


Separators Easily Ruined-—How to 
Clean Them 

Wash the cream separator after 
@ach separation. Immediately after 
separation, flush the separator with 
water until the discharge from the 
skim milk spout is clear. This re 
moves fhost of the remnants of milk 
and cream, anf loosens the separator 
Slime in the. bowl, making subsequent 
washing easy. Now, tate the bowl’ 
apart and wash With hot water con- 
taining some good washing powder, 
all parte of the bowl, discharge spouts 
and buckets, Then rinse them with 
@calding hot’ water and allow 
parts to drain in a clean’ place. "All 
other milk ,utensiHis should receive 
the same treatment. Do this after 
each separation. 

Other advantages of a clean separa- 
tor: Aside from insuring cream of 
good: quality, a clean separator will 
skim more closely and last longer 
than a separator that is not thor- 
oughly washed after each separation. 
The slime which accumulates in the 
owl reduces the space in which the 
milk is exposed to the separating in- 
fluence of the centrifugal force. The 
separating efficiency is therefore di- 
minished and more fat is lost in the 
skim milk, If the bowl is not washed 
after each separation the impurities 
and acid formed in it, due to recom: 
position of the remnants of milk, tend 
to corrode the bowl and internal con- 
trivances dnd to shorten the life of 
the separator.
